James Roberts, who is not very 
strong on the whole idea of our wel­ 
fare system, wrote the following in 
his column, "Drifting Sands. " 
We had a perfectly good break­ 
fast ruined torus in the dining room 
of a downtown hotel in Dallas yester­ 
day morning. 
The place was crowded, busy, 
and bustling . . . and the tables jam­ 
med so close together that even with 
poor hearing, you were blasted with 
conversations going from a half-doz­ 
en nearby tables. 
We were getting the low-down 
on the latest moves inside the ranks 
ofthe Dallas Cowboys—andwhythey 
were going to lose Saturday unless. . . 
And two tables away a couple of 
coaches and an athletic director 
from the Southwest Conference— 
meeting in the hotel for their annual 
winter 
conference—were wailing 
because a college coach during the 
regular season doesn't get to watch 
pro ball games on television. 
Seems if the pros play on Sat­ 
urday—the coach can't watch be­ 
cause his own team is playing. And 
he can't watch on Sunday because he 
is going over his game film in pre­ 
paration for next Saturday’s game. 
But we lost our appetite because 
a foursome sat down at the table next 
to ours and proceeded to vent their 
anger at the world in general and the 
United States in general because of 
the poor way welfare programs are 
conducted. 
The foursome were delegates to 
a convention in the hotel . . . the 
American Public Welfare Associa­ 
tion and each member ofthe four was 
a professional welfare worker. 
And right quick we found out that 
those gals speak a different language 
from the rest of us . . . and to our 
"edificatshun" we found out what 
AB's and IB's are in the professional 
world of welfare. 
AB's are those men on the public 
welfare rolls who are 'able-bodied' 
and can work but won't. IB's are 
’illegitimate babies’ of mothers who 
are on the public welfare rolls. 
”. . . and I finally told her—after 
I had caught her AB there for the 
fifth time—that if she wanted to con­ 
tinue to receive a check for her and 
the seven children that at least she 
was simply going to have to hide him 
around the first of the month when I 
came to deliver the check. . . ” 
". . . Oh, we get on one of those 
economy kicks in our department at 
least every 18 months and if s rough 
for three or four pay periods but us­ 
ually we have everyone back on the 
list after the furor dies down. . . " 
"You simply cannot imagine the 
trouble we had. The state inspector 
booted a total of 127 AB's off our roll. 
But fortunately, we have a strong, 
active WAC group (WAC, we later 
gathered, means Welfare 
Action 
Committee) and we called them and 
told them about the inspector's ac­ 
tions. 
They immediately started 
picketing our office, calling over the 
state, notified the labor boys, and 
really stirred the pot. Well I guess 
you know that it took almost three 
months for us to get all those AB’s 
back on the program. . . " 
The feller sitting two tables 
away from us had overheard the 
same conversation because we no­ 
ticed that his face kept getting redder 
and redder . . . and he quit trying 
to read his morning newspaper and 
simply stared at the delegates. 
Whether accidentally or on pur­ 
pose, as he squeezed out from be­ 
hind his table, his hip bumped into 
the delegates' table and a glass of 
water overturned, spilling into the 
lap of the gal from Connecticut. He 
apologized and jammed on his Stet­ 
son and left. 
We exited rather hurriedly our­ 
selves but unfortunately, our glass 
failed to tip over—completely.

W arns of Feeding 
Poisoned Grain 


The recent report of mer­ 
cury poisoning of two youngs­ 
ters in New Mexico, who had 
eaten pork. derived from hogs 
which had been 
fed grain 
treated with a mercury base 
fungicide, has given raise to 
numerous inquiries from live­ 
stock feeders over the area, 
says 
Jones County Agent 
Kirby Clayton. In connection 
with 
the 
recent 
incident, 
there are 200 pork carcasses 
which are being held by meat 
inspectors 
which 
they sus­ 
pect 
had been fed 
treated 
grains. If the meat is found 
to have even a trace of the 
fungicide, the carcasses will 
have to be destroyed. 
This 
will involve a loss to the pro­ 
ducer of the hogs as well as 
the packer. 
Under 
no 
circumstances 
should 
fungicide 
treated 
grain be fed to meat or dairy 
animals. There is not only the 
possibility of killing the ani­ 
mals, but also the fungicide 
material can be deposited In 
the tissue of the animal, and 
if the meat 
is consumed, 
poisoning of 
the 
individual 
may result. 
County Agent Kirby Clay­ 
ton 
cautions 
farmers 
and 
ranchers to exercise extreme 
care in the proper use of all 
pesticides and also to avoid 
feeding animals grains which 
have been treated with fungi­ 
cides or any other toxic ma­ 
terial which may cause ani­ 
mals to be condemned for 
human consumption. 
If in doubt about the use 
of any treated grains for use 
in feeding livestock, please call 
your county agent or nearest 
•veterinarian.
